TAFT TRAIN NEAR 
DYNAMITE WRECK 


Watchman Fires on Strangers 
Whom He Catches “Plant- 
ing” Explosive. 


SET TO KILL PRESIDENT. 


Los Angeles, Cal,, Oct. 16—A report re- 
ceived here today by officiais of the Southern 
Pacific railway company from C. B. Brown, 
section foreman for the road at Naples, 
Cal., gave detalis of the discovery of thirty- 
six sticks of dynamite under the Cairtan via- 
duct, twenty miles north of Santa Barbara. 
several hours before President Taft's special 
train passed over the bridge, en route to Los 
Angeles, this morning. The dynamite was 
found after the watchman had engaged ina 
revolver battle with two men, who escaped. 

The dynamite was discovered at 2 o'clock 
this morning. ‘The president's train passed 
over the bridge at65:5l. ‘The night watchman 
saw the men on the bridge shortly before 2 
o'clock. They were at the opposite end ot 
the 1,000 foot span and ran when ordered to 


{ bait. 


Men Fire on Watchman. 
The watchman hurried across the bridge, 
firing several shots, which were returned. 

After the pair had escaped in the darkness 
the watchman returned to the bridge and 
began an investigation. Near the center of 
the span, lodged on one of the supports of the 
viaduct, he found twenty-one sticks of dyna- 
mite with a ten foot fuse attached to one of 
the sticks Farther along he found fifteen 
more sticks and another fuse. 

President Taft heard nothing of the at- 
tempts to dynamite the bridge until late to- 
night. The president's train followed the 
regular train from San Francisco, ten min- 
utes behind, and if any trouble had been en- 
countered there would have been plenty of 
time to flag the special. All of the railroads

‘I wish to force these people into 
court to show their hands. If this is a black- 
mailing suit, I want to know it.

into the Hennings’ antecedents. In the last 
few days they have discovered three persons 
willing to go into court and swear that just 
before Henning left the city the man and 
his wife made statements, the detectives 
say, which are illuminating in view of the 
subsequent turn of events. 

On Oct. 5, the day he left Chicago, Hen- 
ning is said to have called on a friend em- 
ployed in a downtown hotel. 

*Good-by.”’ he said, extending his hand. 
“I am going west, and 1 am not coming 
back.” 


Got Money from Lawyer. 

* Where are you going to get the money?’ 
asked the friend, in surprise. He knew 
Henning did not have funds to make ex- 
pensive journeys. 

“TI just got a bunch of money from a Chi- 
cago lawyer. That's all J can tell you. So 
long.’’ said Henning, and disappeared. 

On the same day Henning’s wife is sald to 
have visited a girl friend, also employed in 
the hotel. 

‘* John and I are going out west,"’ she sald. 
I have come to say good-by. I am going to 
jump the lease of our flat un Sunday, so the 
agents can't interfere with my leaving town. 
We never are coming ‘back. Jack has come 
into a bunch of money, but we can’t spend it 
here.”’ 

A little later Mrs. Henning is said to have 
made a similar statement to another woman 


friend. 
Confers with Chicago Lawyer. 


Mr. Funk’s agents also learned Henning left 
Chicago Oct.-5 ona C. and E. I. train at 12:30 
p. m., and arrived in Mobile the following day 
at 4:30. Before he departed he was in con- 
ference with a Chicago lawyer and at that 
meeting the course he was to pursue was 
marked out. 

Neighbors of the Hennings say so far as 
they know the Hennings never had any mis- 
understandings while they lived at the Forty- 
fifth street address. They appeared to bea 
devoted couple. Miss Anna Meyers, who 
roomed with the Hennings for a year, and 
Mrs. J. W. Mitchell, who lived across the 
hall from them both said yesterday they 
never had heard anything from which it could 
be construed that Henning believed his wife's 
love had been alienated by any one. They 
seemed to be a devoted couple. 


Calls Alienation Nonsense. 

‘Mrs. Henning was all right,’’ said Migs 
Meyers. “ All this talk about alienation of 
affection is nonsense. She was devoted to her 
husband, and they always s¢emed to be happy 
with each other. 

“There was no indication she was on 
friendly terms with Mr. Funk or any other 
rich man. Her clothing was of common 
quality and she made it herself. 3 

‘“ Mrs. Henning told me a week before she 
went away she and her husband were going 
west, but I knew at the time they were going 
somewhere else. They seemed to have plenty 
of money, but. where they got it I cannot 
say.” 

no Mitchell asserted she and her hus- 
band had been convinced from the first that 
there was something pecullar about the Hen- 
nings, departing so suddenly.

BIG CONFERENCE ENDS TONIGHT 


Senator Robert M. La Follette of Wiscon- 
sin was indorsed for the Republican nomina- 
tion for president in 1912 last evening by the 
200 delegates in attendance at the national 
progressive Republican conference at Hotel 
La Salle. 

Khe Chicago gathering will close this even- | 
ing with a big massmeeting in Orchestra hall 
to boost the Wisconsin senator. It was ru- 
mored late at night that the senator might 
surprise his followers by appearing in person 
at the meeting tonight, but no one could 
be found to confirm the report. 

Indorsement of the Wisconsin progressive 
came in the evening. when a declaration of 
principles was reported back to the confer- 
ence by the committee on resolutions and 
adopted. 

The platform of principles as embodied in 
the resolutions makes no mention of the 
tariff, nor does it include the progressive 
principles of the initiative and referendum. 


Declaration of Principles. 

The report of the resolutions committee 
follows: 

“The progréssive me“ement is a gle 
to wrest the control 6? government in the 
nation and states from the representatives 
of special privileges and restore it to the 
control of the people. The issue is the same 
in all the states of the union, though the 
problem may be presented in different waya. 

“In the national fleld the control of gov- 
ernment by special privilege is evidenced by 
the influence and power of the reactionary 
leaders of both parties in checking or pre- 
venting the enactment of the progressive 
policies pledged by the Republican party. 

“ The progressive movement alms to noml- 
nate and elect as candidates of the Repub- 
lican party men who will with sincerity and 
singleness of purpose represent its rank and 
file and carry out their will. 

“The present condition of uncertainty in 
business is intolerable and destructive of 
industrial prosperity. It is worse than idle 
to leave the question of whether great busi- 
ness enterprises are legal or not merely te 
judicia! determination.

“ Industrial corporations should by affirma- 
tive legislative enactment be. given definite.

ONCERNING Mr. Patterson's views on 
divorcee and the attitude of the church 
toward that pariah of our civilized. in- 
stitutions, it will not be the purpose of 
this report to speak, In his play, “ Re- 

bellion,’ présented at the Grand opera house 
last evening with much popular approval, Mr. 
Patterson offered arguments for and against, 
and was content to let the logical facts in an 
individual instance prevail. It is possible, how- 
ever, to record that as a dramatist he has con- 
trived the most serious, the most interesting, 
and the most honest example of playmaking 
that an American writer has given to the 
stage in my experience as a _ professional 
theatergoer. “Rebellion” is a simple, direct 
uncompromising relation of a series of episodes 
full of life and the real joys and sorrows of 
it—and it is a pleasure ta attest that the 
unusually fine audience present last evening so 
considered it. 

An account of this play was printed in THE 

TRIBUNE of May 5 last, following its premiére 
in Kansas City. Also its theme and attributes 
have, been made familiar hereabouts in recent 
weeks through the publication of Mr, Patter- 
gon’s like named novel and through Mr. 
Mantle’s comment on the drama after its pres- 
entation in New York. The story of the play 
is, in essence, the story of the book—the battle 
of Georgia Connor, an abused, neglected, and 
disgusted young wife, to sustain her faith in 
the anti-divorce dogma of her formal religion, 
and her final rebellion against the ruling of 
the church that would make for continued un- 
happiness, degradation, and misery. Against 
her in this struggle are arrayed a gray and 
gentle priest, her devout mother, and her own 
inherent emotions. On the other side are her 
womanliness, her love for a maff, and his love 
for her. 
The material fact by which Mr. Patterson 
justifies his conclusion against a theory, how- 
ever admirable and time tried, occurs at the 
deathbed of Georgia Connor’s “worm eaten” 
child, borne after her surrender of her faith, 
and her drunken husband. A shabby flat fn the 
dim hours of the morning, a sympathetic phy- 
sician, the priest with his wonderful, unavailing 
words of comfort, the pitiful cradle, and the 
. overtowering figure of the agonized mother 
moaning her grief, oblivious to everything 
but death. 
the husband and father is carried inside, ob- 
scene and disheveled, and falls a drunken, 
tragic ruin upon the floor. That incident, un- 
deniably an incident of life, does not, of course, 
shatter one of the foundations of a religion, but 
it is drama and drama of the best kind, be- 
ceuse ft is undeniably a tragic incident of life, 
and one that illustrates an important pase of 
life. . Later in the play the characters consider 
the more complex and less melodramatic qual- 
ities of the situation—sex and the right to live 
and to love. However immoral the solution 
in the view of tradition, it is human, and sane. 
and true in this pargicular case—the case of 
Georgia Connor and her rebellion.

Througnaout the play Mr. Patterson displays 
an air of detachment—a “ Galsworthian aloof- 
ness,”’ as I heard it phrased—whether an artistic 
device or a matter of divine indifference is of 
not much consequence. The especial instance 
of Miss Elliott's Georgia Connor makes it im- 
probable that he is indifferent as to her course 
in the circumstances, for it was so faithful and 
appealing an impersonation that it’ must have 
disturbed the most stolid of observers. It is 
one of those rare conjunctions of character and 
actress that make plays and the theater worth 
while. In the crisis of the third act the play 
ceased to be Mr. Patterson’s and became Miss 
Elllott’s absolutely, so marvelously did she por- 
tray the full tragedy of the situation. Every- 
where there was that note of fine, pathetic de- 
fiance—the note that Miss Elliott can sound so 
well—with the perfect denotement of earnest- 
ness and sincerity so seldom seen in moments 
of emotion in the theater. She was-the brave, 
sturdy, eager, wondering woman of the story— 
and, against the professional theatergoer’s 
habit, one was glad to see her happy at the end. 
Mr. Fuller Mellishn, too, as the kindly father, 
realized that character with gentleness and rev- 
erence, and his impersonation was rather a 
little masterpiece of its kind. : : 
Miss Eva Vincent, who knows more about 
tearful and pathetic old women than any of 
the others who essay to act them, was like- 
wise an important aid in the telling of -the 
tale. About the “others” there will be op- 
portunity to speak in compliment later, 
The gist of these remarks about “ Rebellion” 
is that if one wants his theatrical entertain- 
ment to come in contact with real Nfe;: if he 
finds his enjoyment of plays to depend upon 
the pleasure which the exercise of -thought 
gives him; if, in short, he is willing to barter 
“effects and ingenuity for ideas and facts, 
and if he appreciates a dramatist with a real 
sense for actuality, he will be entertained with 
“Rebellion.”

Georgia Connor is the child of Catholic 
parents, but in preparation for her final de- 
fiance to the teaching of the Catholic church 
it will be observed that she is anything but 
a faithful and observant Catholic—she attends 
mass but seldom and reduces the whole code 
of Sinai to her own way of thinking. 

In fact, to a Catholic sitting in the, theater, 
watching the development of the plot, and with 
it the moral, or, better, the immoral growth of 
Georgia’s character, her final “rebellion” 
seems but a logical outcome and climax of her 
steady resistance to any influence other than 
the impulses within her own nature. 

When she feels that she is to be robbed by 
death of her child she upbraids—God as not 
being just in taking her babe of 4 months 
from her. This attitude of Georgia is cer- 
tainly a good preparation for the “rebellion” 
whereby she turns from the law of God to 
follow her own inclinations—to list her soul 
in the company of carnal pleasures. 

When she sets up her own instincts, passions, 
and impulses against any teaching of Father 
Hervey, who counsels her that she cannot have 
any relations with Mason Stevens while she is 
the wife of Jim Connor, it is plain that the 
struggle is between wifely virtue on the one 
side, as inculcated by. the priest, and the 
prompting of her own passions on the other. 
Georgia follows the latter, as does the 
divorcée whom we see in our courts every 
day, and who frequently is joined fn wedlock 
again before the announcement of the divorce 
has startled the ear of the community.

The play is weak in plot and few, if any of 
the characters are well drawn; the best, to my 
thinking, being Georgia’s Irish mother. 

The character of the priest is not at all true 
to the spirit of the Catholic priesthood, and 
while there are a number of scenes fairly well 
presented, the picture of a policeman throwing 
the door open and casting the father of the 
dead child a drunken mass upon the floor, as 
all are kneeling in prayer around the deathbed 
of the child is so revolting—so disgusting, that 
it is a marvel the audience did not mark their 
disgust. 

To my mind, as a New York critic said, “.the 
gloom and misery which run through the play 
with scarcely a moment’s break will give ‘ Re- 
bellion’ its quietus with the public in very 
short order.”

Hash Principles—I.

good recipe for hash,’” 
Now of hash might well be said that 

same thing that Mr. Venus of the mu- 
seum in “Our utual Friend” says of cob- 
bler’s punch: “It is difficult to impart the 
receipt for it, because, however particular you 
may be in allotting your materials, so much 
will depend upon the individual gifts and 
there being a feeling thrown into it.” 
I have known a woman, a teacher by pro- 
fession, who could take any tiny bits of meat. 
the very scrapings of bones, as it were, add 
to these some cooked potato and perhaps some 
other cold vegetables, put them in a frying 
pan with a little butter or dripping, add her’ 
seasonings and a little boiling water, and the 
product was a hash that would tempt those 
who customarily live upon nectar. If the 
pieces of meat happened to be lamb the hash 
was as delicious as the finest slice of the meat 
that any cook ever sent to the table, 

e- 
There is not a grain of doubt that it was 
the “feeling” this woman put into this hash, 
with the other ingredients, that made it what 
it was, She liked to eat. People who like to 
eat, and eat as they would play the piano, 
with feeling, can always cook if they try. 
There are two sorts of hash to be made 
from the boiled dinner remnants, both of 
which may be good or commonplace. The 
corned beef hash proper is made of varying 
proportions of meat and potato. If the’ meat 
is good, has been corned to order, then a large 
proportion of it can be used; half and half 
will be all right. If it is not good, the hash 
is best if at least two-thirds is potato, the 
meat being more like a seasoning. The sec- 
ond hash is the “calico” of the vegetables, 
> 

With good materials there are two things 
besides that make’a hash good. The season- 
ing is one of these. /The other is the way 
the liquid part is managed, 
Cold cooked meat does not need more cook- 


ing. In fact, it should not have more cook- 
ing. For this reason hash should not be 
stewed. Those who do stew a-hash always 


use too much Hquid, and, whether this is 
cooked away or whether it remains for the 
pieces of meat and vegetables to float about 
in, it 1s deleterious. It must be good gravy, 
as it commonly is not, or the warery flatness 
of the whole, even when there are Creole con- 
stituents, is unpalatable.

After the hash is ready—and nothing is 
equal to the old-fashioned chopping bow] and 
big choping knife to get it ready with—put 
the butter -or dripings into the hot frying 
pan, shake about, then put in the hash. If you 
have no cold gravy, add boiling water, a lit- 
tle at a time, until just enough hae been added 
to make the hash smooth, if it is of the smooth 
sort, or crispy like, if it is of the harder 
meats, ' :

Judge Owens has picked out six persons— 
three men and three. women—to ifivestigate 
and report on all institutions which have 
the custody of children committed under the 
Juvenile court act.

He was removed from 
office nearly two years ago. Now the gov- 
ernment, facing a seemingly well equipped 
rebellion, endeavors to make use of the dis-

‘diminished, the. rewards of labor decreased, and 
the financial and industria] future made unstable 
and insecure. Is it not time to stop and consider? 


One leader of the party which claimme 
Thomas Jefferson for its prophet thus de- 
-clares against the initiative and referendum 
with as much of ardor as any Hamiltonian, 
and another adroitly implies that the pop- 
ular ferment of the last decade for the reg- 
ulation of ‘‘ so-called big business ” was the 
product of “ demagogic attacks and appeals 


to class prejudice.” 


Is the Democratic party about to return

But the real 
party divisions must tend to become more 
consistent than now, and the ultimate ques- 
tion of division will be essentially the ques- 
tion which has parted parties since the be- 
ginning of the republic—namely: that of the 
directness of popular government, of the 
degree of our democracy. Underwood and 
Sherman or Cannon are nearer on this one 
fundamental question than Underwood and 
Bryan or Wilson. And itis plain that houses 
divided so grayely against themselves can- 
not stand long. Whether the Hamiltonian 
party is to be-ctalled Republican and the 
Jeffersonian Democrat seems just now more 
uncertain than ever before.

CONGESTION OF POPULATION. 
HERD are parts of New York City 
where 4,000 people live on a single 
acre. Last year New York held 
an exhibit in which one could learn 
something of the density of popu- 
lation and of the harm which it was doing. 

Congestion of population grew in New 
York because nobody had planned ahead. 
Planning to cure is always more expensive 
than planning to prevent; but planning to 
cure ig less expensive than allowing present 
conditions to continue. 

They appointed a commission on con- 
gestion ofepopulation. This commission 
is composed of ten aldermen, two represen- 
tatives of the administrative arm of the 
city government, and nine others. 

Their recommendations come 
fourteen heads, as follows: 

1. Restriction of the height or volume 
of buildings other than tenements. 

2. Restrictions upon the lot occupancy 
of buildings other than tenements. 

3.. Restriction upon the height of tene- 
ments, 

4. Methods of encouraging three family 
tenements. 

5. Measures to prevent room and apart- 
ment overcrowding. 

“6. Measures to secure better conditions 
of labor. 

7. Measures to secure a better distri- 
bution of factories. 

8. Parks, playgrounds, 
recreation centers. 

9. Measures to keep land cheap and to 
provide good and cheap housing. 

10, Measures to promote health and

schools, and 


safety. 

11. Distribution of population through 
muni¢ipal control over charities. 

12. Immigration. 

18. Delinquency. 

14. Public squares and buildings. 


Chicago is headed toward the corner 
which New York finds itself in. The 
Association of Commerce, the Chicago 
plan commission, the real estate board, 
the School of Civics and Philanthropy, 
the Chicago homes commission, and the 
health department are each doing a little 
to stem this tide. But the little is over- 
shadowed by the need. 

Prof: Tufts found some bad housing 
in every town in Illinois which he studied, 
There is some bad housing in the best 
of our towns ahd villages. It is a matter 
which, uncontrolled, automatically gets 
worse. No village can -be smuck on the 
question of congestion. While. some citi- 
zen may have a hundred acres somewhere 
in the village, some people are sleeping 
more than three in a room, and a room 
with bad sanitation at that.

CONSUMPTION CURES. 


G. BH. 8. wants to know about consumption 
cures. He says:' “There are thousands of; 
poor souls in the southwest, just hanging on 
to life im the hopa that some one will find a 
cure for their terrible disease.” He mentions 
& newspaper article, which said that a man 
in England claimed a cure by inhaling the 
odor of putrid meat. He asks about a cure 
which consists of an injection into the veins. 
He says the same man has a cure for pneu- 
monia, which consists of injecting something 
hypodermically. 


REPLY. 


We know nothing of this cure for consumption. 
If there is anything in it that fact will be demon- 
strated. This seems slow to those poor souls, 
who are waiting for a cure, yet it is the way which 
experience has shown to be the only way. 

As a general proposition it can be stated that 
consumption cures are all worthless. Rest, feed- 
ing, and fresh air will cure all the early cases, 
about half of the moderately advanced cases, and 
a few of the late cases. The dry climates of the 
west will cure about 15 per cent of the cases which 
cannot be cured in this climate, provided the cases 
are being properly directed. Cases without money 
will do better at home than in the west. 

Tuberculin, properly used, adds about 25 per 
cent to the chance of getting the disease arrested 
and keeping it from recurring. Properly used it 
requires about six months to a year. Improperly 
used, it does more harm than good. 

The hospitals, sanitaria, and laboratorfesare filled 
with men who are working to finde cure for the 
late cases—those with cavities. In the meantime 
advertised cures are worse than uselesa, They do 
harm. Many of them contain opium. They pre- 
vent people from taking om, rest, and feeding. 
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NOT BLOOD BUILDERS, 


E. KB. M. writes: ‘* is it not true that carrots 
are blood builders; aiso beets Does not corn 
make heat and rice build muscle? It ocours 
to me that physicians warn against meat as 
producing kidney giseases. Will you Kindly 
enlighten me as to other foods that produce 
red corpuscles? Would not boneset tea (a 
pint a day), a good foot bath each night, and 
@ g00d sized carrot or a handful of dates to 
keep the liver regulated, do much to aid the 
System in overcoming the bacilli which give 
the infection of oolds?’”’

ORD CRAVEN has at length been ap- 
pointed by King George to member- 
ship in the royal household, having, on 
the nomination of Premiér Asquith, 
been gazetted to succeed Lord Allen- 
dale as commander of the yeomen of the 
guard, a post which carries with it a salary 
of $6,000 a year, besides a mumber of pre- 
rogatives and perquisites. 

Among the former is the highly prized right 
of entrée at all the courts and other state 
functions. This means that Lord Craven and 
his American wife, whois the only daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Bradley Martin of New York, 
will have the right at all royal courts and 
other state functions to enter the palace by 
a different gate than that for the ordinary 
guests, and to be received in advance of the 
latter by the king and queen, whom they like- 
wise await tn a different apartment. 

Lord Craven will hold the command of the 
yeomen of the guard until the present cabinet 
goes out of office, for it is one of those court 
dignities which, since the beginning of the 
reign of Queen Victoria, have always been 
associated with the political party in power. 
Although nominated by the prime minister, 
Lord Craven would not have received the 
appointment had not King George been satis- 
- fled to have the earl about bim as a meannes 
of his household. 

As captain of the yeomen of the guard, Lord 
Craven will carry, as his badge of office, an 
ebony baton, tipped with gold, and will wear 
a uniform consisting of a cocked hat and 
plumes of a general, with tightly buttoned 
scarlet tailcoat, with gold epaulettes and 
aiguillettes, and much gold lace, a sword, a 
gold sash, and black trousers with a broad 
gold band. The captaincy always has been 
held by a peer of the ream. .

The yeomen of the guard, whose quaint 
costumes are familiar to people on this side of 
the Atlantic through the comic opera of Gil- 
bert and Sullivan, entitled “ The Yeoman of 
the Guard,” is one of the oldest military corps 
in England, its existence dating from the 
reign of’ Henry VII., who formed it at the 
time of his coronation in 1485. His successor, 
Henry VIII., increased the number to 200, and 
the guard was in attendance upon him onthe 
Field of the Cloth of Gold. To this day the 
rank and file, almost entirely composed of 
veteran nonc joned officers of the 
army, wear the costumes which he devised 
for them, scarlet ih color, medieval as to cut, 
and adorned with the rose of the Tudor kings 
in. gold embroidery. 

Queen Elizabeth, when she dined fn state, 
was wont to have the yeomen carry the dishes 
from the great sideboards or buffets to the 
table. This led to their being described as 
buffetiers, which was corrupted into “ beef- 
eaters,’’ the name by which they are popu- 
larly known today in England, especially 
those who are on duty at the Tower of Lon- 
don and who act as guides there, 

Detachments of yeomen of the guard are 
always on duty at big state functions and 
their picturesque appearance is_familiar to 


all those Americans who have attended draw- . 


ing rooms, courts, and levees in England. 
Théy are posted in the lower halls and in the 
various apartments, and on the arrival of any 
personage of distinction they call brief warn- 
ings to one another, in the following words: 
“ Yeoman usher!’" To which reply is made 
before passing the word on, by the exclama- 
tion, “Stand by!’ to warn all “ indifferent 
persons” to leave the way clear for the new 
arrival.

Princess Elizabeth subsequently married 
Frederick V., Elector Palatine of the Rhine 
and King of Bohemia, and became mother of 
Prince Rupert, the Cavalier leader of the 
forces of his uncle, Charles I., against Oliver 
Cromwell; and his brother, Prince Maurice, 
who had been made the hero of many a buc- 
caneering romance, being drowned at sea in 
shipwreck. . 

Queen Elizabeth of Bohemia was the grand- 
mother of King George L of England 
through her youhgest daughter, Sophia, wife 
of the Elector of Hanover, and is the ances- 
tress, therefore, of King George V., to whom 
he is indebted for his connection with the 
houge of Stuart. gs ; 

After the restoration of her nephew, 
Charles II., to the throne of England, Queen 
Elizabeth of Bohemia returned to Great 
Britain and made her residence et Combe 
abbey, the home of her youth, as the guest of 
her old friend, the first Lord Craven.

INSANITARY BUBBLING COUP. 

Chicago, Oct. 12.—[{To the Friend of 
the People.J—There is a certain general 
type of the “sanitary” bubbling cup that 
is far more insanitary than thie former 
public drinking cup. ‘This type,‘-which is 
to be found in most of-dur public parks, 
consists of a large goblet which is fed 
from the bottom and overflows at the top. 
The mouth of the person. drinking from 
this “‘ bubbler” comes into direct contact 
with the entire contents of the cup, and if 
he has any disease contaminates all of the 
water. Owing to the large capacity of 
the cup, it will take about half a minute 
for the water to entirely change, eonse- 
quently any person attempting to drink 
immediately after another is endangered 
to a considerable extent. 

The solution for these “ bubblers” 
would be to have a small] fount of water 
issue from a hole in the top of a solid 
head, the person drinking directly from the, 
small stream of water, or have a very 
shallow basin with water issuing from the 
base, as at present. 

“‘Bubblers ” all over the city should be 
investigated with this idea in mind, for 
the deep cup is not only useless but. a step 
backward.

STEEL CENTER OF ATTACK 


Tobacco Plan Plays Large Part 
in Gossip of Brokers About 
the Exchange. 


[NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LBADER.] 

New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.]—Profit tak- 
ing sales were encountered in sufficient 
quantity after a further slight advance at 
the opening of the market today to cause a 
setback in all the active stocks, with the 
heaviest eeling converging upon United 
States Steel. 

The advance at the close of last week and 
the desire of traders to realize the profits 
which that advance afforded them were per- 
haps the sufficient explanation of the re- 
action which occurred today, though a modi- 
fication of the stock exchange attitude in re- 
spect to the working out of the American To- 
bacco plan may, as was alleged in soma 
quarters, have something to do with the sell- 
ing. 

In the fina] count United States Steel was 
the only one among the active stocks which 
showed a net loss in excess of*a point, and 
in other parts of the lst the gains out- 
numbered the declines. 

Opposed to Tobacco Plan? 

Today's developments did not indicate any 
greater delay in putting through “the plan for the 
reorganization of the American Tobacco com- 
pany than had previously been expected, but in 
some quarters there was a disposition to lay more 
stress on the outside opposition to the plan than 


was attached to that opposition in stock exchange 
circles last week. 


So far as the plan itself is concerned, it would 
appear that, under its terms, the dissolution of the 


** tobacco trust’’ is to be carried as far and 


perhaps farther, under the plan to which the 
Standard O{l company resorted tn compliance 
with the decree of the Supreme court. 

No opposition has been exerted against the 
Standard Oil plan, although contro! of all the 
companies making up that particular combination 
will rest with the same individuals after as be- 
fore the reorganization, whereas, the full terms 
of the American Tobacco plan show that after the 
reorganization a majority of the voting stocks wii! 
no longer rest in the hands of the individuals who 
were made defendants in the government suit for 
the dissolution of the company. 


Agreement Seen as Near. 


There was a disposition today to assume that 
inasmuch as the filing of the company’s plan fol- 
lowed numerous conferences with the court, which 
were amended by the attorney general, there 
was a fair probability that the general outline of 
the plan was in keeping with views expressed at 
those conferences. More will be known on the point 
@s soon as hearings on the plan are heard in court. 

The extensive demands which the foreign mar- 
kets have made on the New York money markets 
in recent weeks give specia] interest at this time 
to the foreign bank showing, which current re- 


ports happily in@icate ts steadily inyproving. The | 


weekly return of the Imperial bank of Germany 
showed today a further increase in cash and con- 
traction in loans, which taken in conjunction with 
the previous week's report shows a healthy recov- 
ery from the expansion of credits which was neces- 
sitated in connection with the October 1 settle- 
ments. 

A small shipment of gold from New York to South 
America today though unimportant in fteelf was 
suggestive of the position which this center now 
occuples in relation to thé money markets of the 
world.

McReynolds Calls It Subterfuge, 
but Will Not Act Until He 
Consults Wickersham. 


New York, Oct. 16.—[Special.]—The plan 
for the reorganization of the American To- 
bacco company was filed with the United 
States Circuit court today, and the following 
announcement was made: 

“The proposed plan of reorganization of 
the American Tobacco company and other 
associated conipanies having been filed, Mon- 
day, Oct. 30, at 10:30 a. m., is hereby desig- 
nated as the time for the hearing thereon, 
and room 124, Federal building, as the place, 
Counsel for the American Tobacco com- 
pany will serve notice of such hearing forth- 
with upon the counsel! for all parties. If any 
party has objections to such proposed plan 
they should be formulated in writing and 
filed at least four days before the hearing.” 

‘Any party” does not mean anybody ryt 
a party. The government is a party. 


,; Opinion of Prosecutor. 

James C. McReynolds, special assistant 
United States attorney general in the to- 
bacco case, when asked if he had seen the 
plan, replied: , 

“ O, yes; it's an old story to me. Speaking, 
of course, only for myself, I regard it asa 
plain subterfuge which deserves an expedi- 
tious commitment to the scrap heap.”’ 

McReynolds said that the governméeljqwill 
not file its answer to the American Tobacco 
company’s petition unt] he shall have time to 
confer with Attorney General Wickersham 
about it, which will not be before the latter 
part of this week. 

A summary of the plan, as filed, was made 
public by the company on Saturday. 

In addition to explaining in detail the 
financial aspect of the reorganization scheme 
and its effect. the document filed in court de- 
clares that, as a part of it, under the Su- 
preme court mandate, “ all covenants not to 
engage in the tobacco business will be ter- 
minated> leaving all free to engage in any 
branch of the tobacco business.”

“ Thus,”’ the petition goes on to say, ** the 
business in tobacco and -related products, 
heretofore controlled by the American To- 
bacco company or by companies in which it 
owns a control or large interest. will not only 
be completely divorced from such control 
but will be distributed among fourteen sen- 
arate and individual companies. :

Federal] investigation into the conditions of 
rolling stock on the Illinois Central lines 
was demanded yesterday by a committee 
representing the striking shopmen ef that 
system. 

This action was taken after the commit- 
tee had smuggled men into the service of 
the railroad under the guise of strikebreak- 
ers. The committee asserts these men were 
skilled mechanics, and that they discovered 
the present inspection of safety devices of 
engines and the air brake equipment of cars 
is being made by incompetent workmen. 


- Interstate Laws Are Quoted, 

Interstate commerce laws, which require 
all air brake equipment and safety dewices 
to be in perfect working condition before a 
train leaves a terminal station, were quoted 
in the letter to the federal commission. 

Charges that the air brake appliances are in 
such a condition that engineers are com- 
pelled to use the reverse lever in order to’ 
stop a train were made. It was also charged 
that bran is being put into the water cen- 
sumed by the engine, that the cereal may 
be injected into the flues to clog leake that 
have sprung since the beginning of the 
strike. 

“Competent men for inspection work are 
hard to obtain when conditions are favor- 
able,” said W. E. Murray, chairman of the 
committee. “The inspectors now are on 
strike.”’ 

A delegation of strikers attended the coun- 
cil meeting last night and protested against 
the large cordon of police that has been de- 
tailed at the Burnside shops. The strikera 
declared no indications of violence had 
cropped out, and assured the mayor and 
council that there would be none.

SAY RULES ARE IGNORED. 


Signed by Employes, but Only Meant tor 
Damage Suit Use. 


The danger of death or disability that mo- 
meéentarily hangs over railroad trainmen was 
emphasized yesterday before the employers’ 
ability and workman's compensation com- 
mission at the Congress hotel. 

This board was procuring data for its re- 
port to congress on Jan. 1, 1912.. The meet- 
ing is open to all persons interested in the 
subject who desire to express views or make 
suggestions as to remedial methods and 
legislation. : 

Officials of railroad brotherhoods took up 
most of the day. They told of the perilous 
lives led by employés in the traffic service 
and recited statistics in regard to death and 
injury from accidents. i 

W. 8. Carter, president of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen, testified the present 
lability law, which applies only to the terri- 
tories and the District of Columbia, was too 
harrow in its scope. 


Wants Congress to Act. 

“ Congress should enact legislation which 
will lessen or practically prevent accidents 
on railroads,” he said. “ Statistics show a 
man is killed every two hours and one is in- 
jured every seven minutes. 

“ Experienced railroad men are usually the 
ones who meet with accidents, not the green 
hands. Asa rule it is not the fault of the 
men, but of the companies. However, the 
accidents always are attributed to the em- 
ployé’s carelessness. When an engine ex- 
plodes the employer never admits the boiler 
was defective or the cause was the result of 
construction or the lack of proper inspec- 
tion.”

Have to Sign Set of Rules. 

“ When a man enters the train service of 
auy railroad he is required to sign a set of 
safety rules,” he said. “ These rules contain 
every precaution against accident. If fol- 
lowed to the letter there would be no ac- 
cidents. 

“ But the employé finds he must do his 
work. Many things, lke making couplings, 
for instance, must be done instantly. Switches 
must be thrown in a hurry, brakes must bs 
&pplied quickly. The trainman must do these 
things properly and without hesitation. 

“ Compensation legislation should inclu.le 
free hospital service. There should be no 
hitches in the law. Every human sacrifice 
shculd be fully compensated without ths un- 
certainty and delay of the courts. A law 
should be passed by congress that wil! give 
every interstate employé assurance he will 
be taken care of physically and financialiy in 
case of injury, and his family provided for 
in the event of his death.’
